Mr. Stroman; 

Thankyou for your response to my E-mail dated 1-04-2008. 

I can see by your E-mail that you are starting to see the magnitude of what is happening to Willow Lake. 
Mr. Stroman, IF DOT maintains authority under the SAFETY OF AVIATION, you need to contact the 
FAA and insure you are complying with all regulations set forth by the FAA ftight standards office and 
the FAR'S (Federal Aviation Regulations) . Willow Lake is very small. You do not have as many 
alternatives and options that you would on a larger Lake. You say that DOT does not wish to take 
property, and designate runways at this time in best interest of the State. Instead, you are accepting 
Liability for altitude violations for all approach and departures for 360 degrees around the lake over 
populated areas. Should an accident accure, and it be proven that DOT had authority under SAFETY 
OF AVIATION and knowledge of non compliance of ANY regulation set forth by the FAA Flite 
Standards, or FARS and made no effort to comply for any reason, would not only be LIABLE, but after a 
period of time could be considered criminal. 

Mr. Stroman, When you made indications of property seizures under SAFETY OF AVIATION at your 
first meeting, and many times since. You brought real estate law into effect. Property owners must 
notify potential buyers of the possible seizure of their property or face possible legal consequences. 
Wtiether or not the state implements the seizure, makes no difference. DOT authority under SAFETY 
OF AVIATION (if maintained) may require seizure of property. It may not be a choice. The property 
owners have a right to know if their property is in jeopardy under SAFETY OF AVIATION. So once 
again I ask. Specifically which pieces of real estate on and around Willow Lake are under the threat of 
seizure by the state?. 

I am aware of ( Federal grants, airport improvement programs, grant assurances.leases, etc.) that DOT 
is party to. Research, documentation and Communications with many state offices and the FAA is 
beginning to indicate that Willow Lake itself may not have effect or technically be connected with any 
programs connected to Willow Airport (Airport Improvement Program).The FAA has varified that they 
have no interest or investment in Willow Lake. Therefore any grant moneys that DOT has received for 
Willow Airport are specific to the upland Airport and have nothing to do with Willow Lake. This is an 
avenue that you yourself might persue if you are truly interested in the best use, and best interest of 
state lands. 

As far as the DOT leases located on the upland shores of Willow Lake, these uplands are part of ILMT 
ADL 22488. Willow Lake (the water surface of the lake is under ILMT ADL 1 8500. So relinquishment 
of ADL 18500 would not involve DOTs upland leases(ie, Willow Air Taxi).

Good morning Mr. Hoizman 

You are correct we are holding a workshop on Tuesday, the 8* from 6PM to 8PM to work on the Willow Lake 
use plan. And yes, the department has the authority under applicable statute to "take" property as you say 
under the aegis of safety of aviation. While this is an option available to the department (it's available for 
acquisition of lands for roads, Utilities, trails, public facilities, etc) the department has looked directly at this 
scenario and has determined that it is not in the best interest of the State to formally establish runways on the 
fake because to do so would require runways being established on all water bodies owned or operated by the 
State, thus we are not going to pursue this option. You asked if the State's "taking" would impact non-lake 
front owners. Yes, it could. Not only is there a transitional surface that affects those immediately on the lake 
but the approaches (safety areas) extend beyond the end of each runway to approximately 1 ,000 feet with a 
width of approximately 500" (250' to either side of runway centerline). This distance could be increased 
depending on category of navigational aid or aircraft. Because the department will not pursue acquisition of 
private property to support runways on the lake, we have not asked our engineers to give us a detailed plat 
showing what lands could be affected. 

I appreciate your suggestion Mike about giving the management authority over the lake back to DNR. As you 
are aware, the State has committed the entire airport holdings under a federal grant; Federal Aviation 
Administration, Airport Improvement Program. Under this program, the State signed a "grant assurances" 
document that requires the State to uphold all the provisions of the grant. One such provision is that we not 
take or permit any action which would deprive the department of any of the rights and powers necessary to 
perform any or ail of the terms, conditions, and assurances in the grant agreement. it goes on to say that the 
department will not transfer or dispose of our title or other interest in the property that has been committed 
under the grant. Further. we are party to contracts (leases) with aviation users on the lake that DNR hasn't 
authority (they don't have authority under statute to operate an aviation facility, that right falls under DOT 
under AS 02 Aeronautics l 

You mentioned that DOT has few choices to maintain safety but many requirements and llabilities. While this 
is true, we are trying to establish a parity and mutual respect between lake users. i believe that there are 
options and alternatives that may not give everyone, whether aviation or recreational, the same freedom of 
actions as once they enjoyed but sufficient freedom of use that everyone will continue to be able to use and 
enioy the lake but be more cognizant of other categories of use. This is where a lake use plan comes mto 
effect. The attainment of success will be dependant on everyone working together and not at cross purposes. 

IVe checked with Central Region and was told that the letters were mailed December 31 5t . The public notices 
were distributed the same day. I've attached a copy of the draft plan. Thanks for taking the time to wnte me 
and expressing your views. See you at the meeting.
